Report Widespread in Paris.

PARIS, Nov. 5, 3 a. m.—It is rumored on 
the boulevards tonight that Admiral Caill- 
ard’s squadron has reached Smyrna, and that 
the French have occupied the custom-house 
there. The rumor cannot be confirmed. 


Sultan Appeals to England. 

The Porte has asked Great Britain,“ says 
the Constantinople correspondent of the 
cho de Paris, to fulfill the terms of the 
convention of 1878 whereby, in exchange for 
the Island of Cyprus, Great Britain guaran- 
tees the integrity of the Sultan’s Asiatic 
possessions. 

The Porte claims under this convention 
that Great Britain should protect Asiatic- 
Turkey against an attack by France, and 
suggests that Great Britain should send a 
squadron to the Levant for that purpose.”

Debate on Expedition. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, Nov. 4.—In the Chamber of Depu- 


ties today M. Delcasse, replying to an inter- 


pellatlon by M. Marcel Sembat, Socialist, in 
regard to Turkey, spoke vaguely of having 
always defended the right of France without 
infringing on the rights or exciting the sus- 
ceptibilities of other powers. 

He sald that Turkey had not profited by the 


delay which had been granted, and France 


was now determined to claim the settlement 
of grievances which had been outstanding 
for more than twenty years, and to maintain 
the material and moral interests of France. 

France’s patience was exhausted by the 
Porte’s breaking its own promises, France 
in-the present difficulty pursued no fresh ad- 
vantage, but everybody would agree that 
this effort on the part of France ought to at 
least serve to put an end to the annoyances 
and unjust treatment of which French works 
in the Orient, scholastic and hospitable es- 
tablishments, and commercial and industrial 
enterprises had been the object. 


Means to Enforce Just Claims. 

He added: 

Unless Parliament arrests our action, the 
government wishes to show that France, 
after exemplary patience, has other things to 
oppose to the long and persistent’ refusals to 
do justice than simple observations. The 
government intervened inthe quays question 
in order to get Turkey to fulfill her engage- 
ments. If the government had not done so 
there would have been an end to the numer- 
ous enterprises which France has created in 
Turkey in the shape of railroads, roads, 
lighthouses, and banks, 

„The Porte has also persisted in its refusal

favor. The government will only present to 
the Porte demands which are in conformity 
with its conscience, and which can be sus-

“Our rights are certain and nobody will 
dispute them. Our action is legitimate and 
nobody can take umbrage at it, and as our 
patience has been long, so our action must 
be more resolute.“ | 


Naval Plans Kept Secret. 

M. Delcasse declared that the government 
still thought it advisable to remain silent 
in reference to the destination of the naval 
division under Admiral Caillard. The gov- 
ernment, he said, after having shown exem- 
plary patience with the repeated injustices 
of the Sultan, had determined to uphold 
French interests, which had been violated so 
often in the last quarter of a century. 

The Premier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, then 
rose and said that M. Delcasse's declarations 
Showed that the government's task was 
heavy and complex. As the government de- 
sired respect for the interests of its fellow- 
citizens, so it intended to defend the patri- 
mony of moral interests devolving upon 
France. It needed the confidence of the 
Chamber in order to accomplish its task, 

M. Sembat’s motion was rejected by 394 
to 75 votes. 

The Chamber then, by 305 to 77, voted to 
sustain the government’s action towards 
Turkey, and expressed confidence in the gov-- 
ernment.

BOY SHOOTS TO PROTECT MOTHER 
FROM ANGRY HUSBAND. 


Sight of Halloween Decorations Angers 
Bookmaker Dan M. Hogan and He 
Attacks His Wife in Their Home at 
Wilmington, III —Fifteen-Year-0ld 
Lad Shoots with Deadly Aim—Dying

Dan M. Hogan, bookmaker and old-time 
gambler, is dead. He was slain by his own 
son, who shot to save his mother from her 
infuriated husband. Almost the last words 
Hogan spoke were: 
aie Was my own fault. I had it coming to 

The affray took place in Hogan's house at 
Wilmington, II., early on Sunday morning. 
Hogan lingered in life a few hours. A Cor- 
oner’s jury exonerated the boy. 

Halloween decorations started the quarrel 
which ended in Hogan’s death. He had been 


detained him in Chicago on Saturday, and it 
was late when he reached Wilmington. Mrs. . 
Hogan was awaiting him at the station, and 
they drove to the family residence, near the | 
Soldiers’ Widows’ Home. 

Hogan seemed in excellent humor and 
talked and joked during the late supper Mrs. 
Hogan had prepared for him. Suddenly he 
noticed the decorations, put up for a Hal- 
loween party and still in place. He began to 


Quarrels with His Wife. 

“It seems to me that every time I get 
home,” he said, you have the house torn 
up with more of your foolishness. I will 
clean out the place.“ 

He started in to do it, and began by striking 
his wife. The other members of the house- 
hold attempted to interfere, but they were 
frightened away. Mrs. Hogan attempted to 
escape from the enraged man, running up- 
stairs. Hogan followed, striking her re- 
peatedly. When the top of the stairs was 
reached Hogan again struck his wife and 
knocked her against a door. ‘ 

The noise argused young Dari, who ie 15 
years old, who went at once to his mother’s 
assistance. Hogan tried to grab a revolver 
that lay on a dresser, but the boy reached it 
first, and fired. The bullet entered near the 
right shoulder and passed downward. Be- 
fore he died Hogan said that it was his own 


fault. 


| His Career as a Bookmaker. — . 

For twenty years Dan Hogan was a book- 
maker at the racetracks around Chicago. 
He was also one of the best known men in 
the Chicago bling fraternity, having 
operated several houses in Chicago in for- 
mer days. At the time of the elder Carter 
Harrison’s first administration he was known 
as the Captain of gamblers on the West 
Side. 
Hogan made a fortune at the racetracks 
and lost the greater part of it at the gaming 
table. Sporting men in Chicago assert that 
ten years ago Hogan was worth $500,000. 
He was one of the pioneer bookmakers in the 
West and was in his prime when the Garfield 
Park racetrack was in operation. He made 
books at ether tracks in the eountry, inelud- 
Mos Orléans and Memphis, where he 

Lately he had been “on the block” for 
others at the Lakeside track. A few years 
ago he was a partner of George W. Poole, 
whose horses are now running at Lakeside. 
For a time Poole’s horses ran under Hogan's 
name. 

Although Hogan conducted several gam- 
bling-houses he did not reap the same finan- 
cial rewards as in the bookmaking business. 
He ran a housé in Halsted street and later 
managed the House of David. After the 
closing of the Garfield racetrack he met 
heavy losses, and it Is said that he lost $25,000 
at one sitting at a game of faro in his own 
establishment. | 

His brother, Patrick Hogan, a commission 
man living at 136 North State street, will 
leave this morning for Wilmington. A half 
brother, Dennis Hogan, lived in Chicago 
antil recently.

PROGRAM ARRANGED FOR TODAY,. 


Over a great oval of powdered tanbark in 
the Coliseum last night sounded the sharp 
notes of a trumpet. A line of prancing, gu- 
tening horses dashed into this area through 
two wide, white-gated aisles. Wealth and 
fashion crowded about the railings and 
waved a welcome from the boxes fringing 
the great ellipse. Green-jacketed grooms, 
dotting this area of tanbark, came to “ pres 
ent,” like go many soldiers on parade. Ap- 
plause came in response from 5,000 pairs 
of hands. 

Thus was Chicago’s annual Horse Show. 
usheredin. Those who should know declared 
it represented perhaps the best exhibit of 
fine horses ever gathered together in this 
country. 

Such a scene the Coliseum has known only 
once before, and that was twelve months . 
ago, when the Horse Show was made an an- 
nual fixture of Chicago's life. From rafter, 
beam, and baicony fluttered streamers. and 


/ with entwined colors of Mikado orange and 

hunter’s green, the army of the most costly 

and the highest titled horses that Chicago - 
| ever has seen sought for favor and honor 

ribbons. Clustered in the wide promenade — 
which bordered the ring, applatding from 

the scores of boxes, waving handkerchiefs _ 
from the balconies, Chicago society tnaugu- 

rated the régime of the horse, and for five 

afternoons and nights Mr. Equus will reign 

undisputed. 

Climax Comes at Night. 

The Coliseum was a blaze of light and color. 
It had deen brillant in the afternoon, It 
was far brighter at night. The afternoon 
had brought the opening of the second year’s 
exhibit, but the night brought the climax. 

In a box facing the great aisles through 
which the horses whirled their brilliant 
equipages into the tanbark oval sat the Gow 
ernor of Illinois. On either hand, flanking 
the long promenades, were gathered the 
rulers of society. From balcony and gallery 
thousands sent down their applause, and be- 
fore all, asking favors and honors, whirled 
the proud representatives of equine aristoc- 
racy. 

Among those early in the arena was 
President James Hobart Moore. The Horse 
Show, he declared, could never have known 
more favorable auspices. He glanced at 
the thousands streaming through the doors, 
eager to bestow their applause on the ribbdn 
winners. 

First Entries of the Night. 

It was shortly after 8 o'clock when a red- 
coated trumpeter sounded the shrill notes 
that brought the opening of the wide, white 
gates to the south. Stationed at either end 
of the tanbark ring, like the lineemen of 
epposing football teams, a dozen green-coat- 
ed, red-capped grooms stood like statues. 
Into the arena bounded eight horses draw- 
ing gigs or dog carts. The 5,000 spectators 
had the word flashed from the monster bul- 
letin boards that the judging of harness 
horses suitable for road work” was on. 
Favorites were designated by the storms of 
applause at intervals as, carefully piloted, 
the line of horses swept around and around 
the oval. From a gallery far above the 
brasses of a vand thundered out. 


Who the Judges Were. 

Tt was with this first event that the horses 
of the Billings stables became the favorites. 
Watching every movement of the animals 
as they glided about the ring stood the 
judges. One, David Bonner, was the son of 
the late Robert Bonner of New York.@nown 
wherever horses have earned titles of glory.

THIRTY HURT IN WRECK ON 
MONON ROAD IN INDIANA: 


Heavy Stone Cars Crash Into Passen- 
ger Coaches Crowded with Workers. 


Bedford, Ind., Nov. 4.—[Special.J—A wreck 
occurred at 6 o'clock this evening on the 
Monon track at the passenger station in this 
city in which thirty persons were injured. 

A combination passefger and stone train, 
running between Bedford and the Perry, 
Matthews & Buskirk Stone company’s quar- 
ries, broke in two at the intersection of the 
Monon and Southern Indiana roads, coming 
together a few minutes later w.th a crash. 

In the two passenger coaches were 100 
quarrymen and officia.s. Of this number no 
less than thirty were bruised and injured by 
the collision, some of them seriously, if not 
fatally. 

Among the seriously burt are Andy Lentz, 

uarryman; Mike Agnew, brakeman; and 

ward Denniston, quarryman. All three 
of these men were injured internally. 

John Torphy, superintendent of the mills, , 
was badly cut. Many others were seriously 
bru.sed, but were able to make their way 
home without the use of the ambulance. 

The section of the train composed of stone 
cars had the air applied, while the passenger 
coaches were without the air and could not 
be checked. 

As the two>sections collided all the men 
were thrown violently tothe floor. Dr. Free- 
land, the dttending physician, states that 
none of the injured men will die.

But 
more than half the people who will make 
up this delighted multhude will not appre- 
ciate the technical skill, the triumph in that 
greatest form of dramatic art, the art that 
represents nature faithfully, yet so dramatic- 
ally and absorbingly, that Ks dutch on 
the minds and hearts of the auditors is far 
more lasting if not momentarily firmer that 
that of the best of the unreai romances. 

Mr. Fitch's plays deal with that class of 
society that makes the Journal of Society 
possible. The plot of “The Way of the 
World suggests a paragraph in that pa- 
per, starting, A well-known Union club 
man, who has just returned from Lenox, and 
a lady, who has entered the inner circle. by 
way of Newport.“ The scandal at the Vic- 
toria this evening was quite different, and 
then, too, we knew the names of every one, 
and even met the people in thelr drawing 
rooms. At first it looked as if we could 
get only a distant view of them. 

Mr. Fitch is the court dramatist for New 
York’s smart set, which, Sarah Grand re- 
minded us last week, is absolutely distinctive 
from good society. 

The parts played by Miss De Wolfe and 
Mrs. Bloodgood had been written for them, 
and the other actors had been selected to 
fit their réles. Frank Mills, Vincent Ser- 
rano, Alison Skipworth, and Harrison Hun- 
ter were conspicuously excellent among the 
many who were admirable.

EXTRADITION REFUSED. . 
The Governor of Indiana has refused to 
grant the requisition of the Governor of 
Kentucky for the extradition of ex-Gov- 
ernor Taylor and Charies W. Finley, who 
are under indictment for complicity in the 
murder of Governor Goebel. This is the 
second time extradition has been refused, 
and Governor Durbin in bis letter to the 
Governor of Kentucky sets forth that the 
same reasons which ex-Governor Mount 
gave not only still remain but have grown 
stronger by reason of events which have 
occurred since that time. es 
Briefly, Governor Durbin declines to con- 
sign these two men to “the wild beasts 
at Ephesus” because they cannot have an 
unprejudiced and non-partisan trial, and 
because the alleged prosecution is in reality 
persecution. The Governor forcibiy says, 
referring to the trial and conviction of Caleb 
Powers: 


udon such a mase of self-evident perjury reflects 
the poisoned pessions of a court and jury and 
rens tens the bel'ef that were those requisitions 
honored I would only be aiding the determination 
of the prowcuticn to convict theses men without 
any reference to law, justice, or fact. 


The Governor further adds that when any 


| agsurances of à fair and impartial trial are 


given the requisitions will be honored, and 
not until then. This, of course, ends the 
matter and exhausts the legal resources 
of the Kentucky authorities. So long as 
Taylor and Finley elect to remain in In- 
diana, and they will not be likeiy under -he 
circumstances to return to Kentucky, there 
is no way the authorities of the iatter State 


‘ean get them under existing laws. To kid- 


nap them would be illegal. While the con- 
stitution contemplates the surrender of 
every person charged with crime when de- 
mand is made by the Executive of the State 
from which he has fied, it is not remark- 
able that Messrs. Taylor and Finley do 
‘not care to go, and Governor Durbin does 
not care to have them go to a court for trial 
in which a jury will be organized for con- 


‘yiction, and in which a checkroom is kept 


open for the deposit of pisto as a prelim- 
inary of each day's session.

Tue Trisune admits that the American 
bankers as a class are not demanding an as- 
set currency. It has not desired to create 
such an impression by anything it has said 
concerning that currency. When it has 
spoken of the bankers it has had in mind 
always the bankers who—with the Secretary 
of the Treasury at their head—have been 
prominent of late as advocates of an asset 
currency and who have assumed to be the 
spokesmen of the bankers class. 
Whatever impression may exist in the 
public mind that bankers as a class are 
active or passive believers in the bank note 
heresies of Secretary Gage grows out of the 
fact that the bankers who agree with him 
have been doing all the talking while the 
bankers who do not agree with him have 
been doing all the thinking. It is oniy re- 
cently that the latter, concluding that their 


theories they have ho faith in, have begun 
talking. Their past taciturnity is not to be 
wondered at. Naturally a banker feels dis- 
inclined to criticise the views of 4 Secretary 
of the Treasury, who is ‘ex-officio the chief 
of American bankers, until there seems to be 
need of that criticism. Nor are smaller 
bankers inclined to take issue with men at 
the head of great financial institutions—who 
often dislike opposition e » being 
somewhat autocratic—until it becomes nec- 
essary to do so to avoid being misunderstood. 

The bankers who are against an asset cur- 
rency are coming to the front now. They 
are resenting the assumption of the advo- 
cates of that currency that these advocates 
bold the proxies of all the bankers of the 
United States. It is becoming apparent

The 
developments of the last few days show that 
this will be no easy task. There are not, 
after all, many bankers who wish to return 
to an old and discredited system of supplying 
the people with their currency. 


TRUE SITUATION IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

There appeared in Sunday's issue of Tun 
TRIBUND a ietter from a staff correspondent 
at Manila, in which the proper method— 
the only effective method—of dealing with 
the Philippines was briefly set forth. The 
correspondent in question has not made a 
fiying visit to Manila, as some Congress- 
men have done. He has spent months in 
Luson and has used his eyes and ears to 
some purpose. 

The isiauds, to be intelligently governed, 
must be governed from Maniia, not from 
Washington. Oongress can provide satis- 
factorily for the management of the affairs 
of territory, no matter how remote, when 
the inhabitants are Americans. when the 
inhabitants are Asiatics Congress, which, 
with all its wisdom, knows nothing of the 
workings of the Orientai mind, so difficult 
of understanding by those who study it at 
ee even, is unable to legislate 
; 

Oongress must not tie the hands of the 
men on the ground. It must give to them 
the broadest possible powers and hold them 
responsible. If they make mistakes and 
fail to accomplish results, then they must 
make way for others. It must not be as- 
sumed, however, that they are making mis- 
takes because their methods of governmefit 
are not the same in all respects as those 
which prevail in the United States. 

The correspondent of Tun Trisune says 
that of the Congressmen who have visited 
the Philippines during the last summer 
nearly all ieft with a lively appreciation 
of their ignorance of things Phitippine,” but 
that one of these visitors promptly suggested 
the so.ution of problems which ha ve pugsied 
the best heads on the commission, and 
departed prepared to introduce much “ reme- 
dial legislation” in Congress.
